Along with many other friends, 
the Editor of the Dbaf-Mutbs' 
Journal laments the passing of Dr. 
Amos Galusha Draper, of Washing- 
ton, D. C, at the age of seventy- 
two years. The immediate cause of 
death is not known at this writing, 
but probably was the progressive 
inroads from illhealth, which caused 
his retirement in the year 1916 (on 
a year's leave of absence) from 
active work as Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Latin at Gallaudet Col- 
lege 

Ames Galusha Draper was born at 
Sh*fts*rory, Vt., in 1845. Up to the 
age of nine years he had perfect 
hearing, but exposure to extreme 
cold while skating, resulted in total 
deafness. He entered the school for 
the deaf at Hartford in the year 
1859, where he spent about two 
years. Among his classmates were 
George Wing, Joseph G. Parkinson 
and John B Hotchkiss, all of them 
men ef high intellect who made 
their mark in the after years. 

His father, having removed to 
Danville, 111., Amos is next seen in 
the role of " printer's devil," in the 
office of the local newspaper, from 
which position be climbed to the case 
as compositor, and eventually to the 
writing staff of the paper. 

He entered Gallaudet (National 
Deaf- Mute) College in the year 1868, 
and graduated with the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts in 1872. In the 
class of 1872 were Robert P. McGre- 
gor, now a teacher in the Ohio In- 
stitution, and Will L. Hill, Editor 
of the At hoi, Mass., Transcript. 

In 1877 Prof. Draper received the 
degree of Master of Arts, and in the 
year 1904* which signalized the 
fortieth anniversary of the founding 
of the college, he was one of several 
distinguished grsohaatts to be honor- 
ed with the degree of Doctor of Let 
ten. 

Ot— kuts who came under Dr. 
Draper's tuition at Gallaudet, say, 
that be was a splendid teacher, a 
srtekter for accuracy, and most in- 
sistent that the knowledge imparted, 
be it little or much, must be thor- 
oughly assimilated. 

During the years from 1883 to 
served as treasurer of the 
the erection of a bronze 
the memory of Thomas 
Gallaudet. The project 
was under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf, and 
contributions from every State in 
the Union poured in through local 
State treasurers, until over thirteen 
thousand dollars were secured. 
The statue was executed by Daniel 
C. French, and was on veiled in the 
year 1889. H stands today on the 
terrace fronting Gallaudet College. 
In the same year, the first great 
Congress of the Deaf of the World 
was held in Paris, and Dr. Draper 
was selected to represent Gallaudet 
College, and proved himself a most 
able factor among tbe twenty 



that attended. 

As a writer, Dr. Draper was force- 
ful and clear, and some of his work 
upon the deaf and their relations to 
the world, couched in English 
"pure and undefiled," may be re- 
garded as classic. 

Although of New England by 
birth and ancestry, he resembled in 
feature, form and manner, the typic- 
al, polished and polite, old-school 
Southern gentleman. 

He was intensely t interested in 
Gallaudet College, and on every oc- 
casion that permitted without obtru- 
siveness, he pointed to and extolled 
the advantages that accrued from 
collegiate education and training, 
and urged those who were fitted for 
the entrance examinations 1 , to enroll 
themselves as applicants for member- 
ship in the student body. 

He was a true and honorable 
man, capable, earnest and conscien- 
tious, and the world has been made 
better because he lived in it.

IMPOSTOR BUREAU 

Because no report has been pre- 
sented for some months, it need not 
necessarily be supposed that the 
work of the Impostor Bureau has 
suffered. The deaf are still on the 
watch all over the country, but our 
campaign is bearing such excellent 
resuits Impostors are becoming at 
scarce as hen's teeth. 
Chief James W. Howson, of Cali- 
ihe very best State Chief on 
the Impostor Bureau to-day, caught 
one l,Ct.. last summer,

At first I thought he was blind ; ) man to another, and am pleased to 

that from first to last, in a dis- 
cussion of several hours duration — a 
discussion that sometimes saw criti- 
cal periods when diplomatic rela- 
tions could easily have been severed 
by either sitie — he comported him- 
self as a gentleman of courtesy and 
refinement. 

Pinto firmly maintained time and 
again that he " never uses his deaf- 
ness as the fulcrum of his sales." 
He has a set selling speech which he 
gets off in a normal tone of voice, 
and since he knows the customary 
stereotyped questions and objections 
of customers can read them from the 
so it is seldom the customer 
knows he is deaf, " I have turned 
down countless sales," Pinto stated, 
"when I saw the customer did not 
want or need my article and was 
only buying out of pity. I am not 
selling because I am deaf, but in 
spite of it. My health demands I 
work out of doors, but I can't stand 
heavy labor. Haven't I as much of 
a right to sell a cleaning compound 
as hearing men have to sell insur- 
ance, or pianos, or anything else? 
And, if I do not use my deafness as 
a sympathy-getter— which I assure 
you I never do — what objection 
have you, or the N. A. D., or any 
other deaf and dumb man or woman 
blessed with perfect health, legiti- 
mately got ?" 

Pinto's logic was most convincing. 
I could not say anything of official 
encouragement, but inasmuch as 
Pinto is the only deaf man who ever 
voluntarily gave me a dollar for 
membership in the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, I bid him God- 
speed and promised to think it over. 
And I have been thinking of it ever 
since, without being any nearer a 
solution.

but on looking up saw he was not, 
that He was holding out a card about 3x8 
inches. It was printed in 12 point and 
began : " I am a poor deaf and dumb man 
with a wife and baby to support. I have 
jnst been operated on and may have to be 
cut open again. I am a member of the 
church and ask in the name of God and our 
church that you will have pity on me." 
Etc., etc. I do not remember it all. The 
card is in police court. 

I was not prepared to collide with a 
negro in that role, and hardly knew 
whether to let him alone or not, but speedi- 
ly decided that it would be bad policy 
to let him go free, as* it would be an 
inspiration to white vagrants. I asked him 
in the sign language where he came from. 
He shook his hear] up and down to show 
that he understood. Then I put a lot 
more to him, but the more I talked the 
faster he shook his head in the affin 
until I was afraid he was going to dislocate 
his neck, so I tried him in writing. I found 
he could write and that his language was 
perfectly normal. Asked him where he 
went to school and he replied, " At the 
deaf school, Monroe, La. " I asked no 
more questions, but told him orally that he 
would be in police court in ten minutes, 
and shot away for the police station, 
three blocks away. When I explained it 
all to the chief he sent a motorcycle cop 
with me, but when we got there the poor 
deaf and dumb man was gone. We were 
both on machines, however, and we soon 
located Mm making for the negro section, 
and he was treated to a free auto ride in the 
patrol wagon. 

On being questioned at 1 rt as to 

where he went to school, he changed his 
mind aud said he went to school here in 
Jackaon. We offered to telegraph his wife 
whose picture he showed us, but he did not 
know her immediate whereabouts. He 
got tangled in almost every questiou we 
asked. The only answer he would give as 
to why he did not use the sign language 
was "Don't use signs." I gave tli 
one of the circulars you sent me entitled: 
" Have You Been Imposed On ?" explain- 
ing various tests that could be app'ied in 
such cases. As time was scarce just then 
he sent the negro to jiil, but said he would 
test him and do all he could to unmask him. 
I talked to the chief quite a bit, explaining 
why it was impossible for a deaf t,erson to 
be unable to use signs, where and how the 
deaf were educated; my reasons for having 
the fellow arrested, though he was a negro, 
etc., etc. He seemed to get the idea, and 
I think the police will consult me next time 
one of these gentlemen of leisure starts a 
canvass of Jackson. 



By the way, up here in the Pacific 
Northwest they are telling a good 
joke on your Director, and some one 
dared me to send it in to the 
Journal. Now nobody likes to be 
made the laughing-stock of deaf 
America, but a dare is a dare, so 
here goes: 

Last April a very deaf and dumb 
Arkansan, named Robert Brown, 
came to Vancouver purporting to 
be in search of work as a farm hand 
He was so unbelievably backwards 
of intellect and looked so much like 
a whipped, frightened cur, that I 
sought to help him out by typing a 
brief note stating the bearer, Robert 
Brown, was capable of the ordinary 
work of a farm-hand and would ap- 
preciate any odd jobs obtainable in 
that line, signing my name as editor 
of the Washing Ionian. I explained 
the wording of the note three times 
while Brown stood open-mouthed- 
blinking and and fawning and trying 
to get the purport of my signs 
through his poor, addled brain. 
" Poor, dense, ill-treated," I sum- 
med him up mentally. " Stupid but 
honest withal." So I sent him 
away with a kindly parting smile, 
and a kind of righteous glow in the 
heart such as one feels when he finds 
it possible to aid a less fortunate 
brother along life's rocky road. 

This glowing glow did not glow 
with all its pristine warmth 

Next day cometh one George E. 
Pinto, a deaf pedestrian sometimes 
accused of " peddling," and we had 
a heart-to-heart confab. In the 
course of the confab Pinto casually 
related how he abhorred Impost' 
and bad several impostors apprehend- 
ed in the course of his travels, in ad- 
dition to meeting and remonstrating 
with several real deaf peddlers. ( 
of these latter, he stated proudly, he 
had met in Walla Walla and had 
secured for him a job in the Y. M. C. 
A. as a janitor, before leaving there 
two weeks prior. He described my 
yesterday visitor of the blinking eyes 
and the bang-back shuffle so minute- 
ly, that I knew the name before his 
long brown fingers spelled it. Yes, 
he was Robert Brown, of Arkansas. 
He had thrown up his job and ac- 
tually beaten Pinto along his route. 
So, somewhere out in the wide, 
wide world, a real deaf beggar is to- 
day wearily shuffling from place to 
place showing the authoritative word 
of the Chief of all Impostor Chiefs 
that the bearer is all right, and will 
be grateful for any favors 1 often 
wonder if Brown is intelligent 
enough to realize the way he took 
me in, and if he sometimes grins a 
covert grin as he doffs his dilapidated 
lid aud dutches the coins in his dirty 
hand. 

Right here let me discourse a min- 
ute on friend Pinto, a bril! 
semi-deaf man of 24, who can talk as 
well as anyone; who partially lost 
his hearing at about 19 and spent a 
year at Gallaudet College. Pinto 
had walked from Bo 
ver, a distance of 823 by 

last April, stopping at every news- 
paper office to leave helpful infoi 
tion regarding the deaf. However 
he had earned expenses as he went 
along, by selling a grease remover, 
and apparently made very good 

While I had no ironclad orders 
from headquarters on the point, I 
bad always supposed the Impostor 
Bureau of the N. A. D. was de- 
signed to suppress fake-deaf 
peddlers and beggars, not to barm 
the real deaf themselves, 
did not arrest Pinto, nor tear him I 
from limb. However, I too-
